Atlas of the Bible. By L. H. Grollenberg, 
O.P. Translated and edited by Joyce M. 
H. Reid .. . and H. H. Rowley .. . Pref- 
ace by Roland de Vaux, O.P. [London]

This is the English edition of Father 
Grollenberg’s Atlas van de Bijbel (Am- 
sterdam: Elsevier, cl1954). There is also 
a French edition, Atlas de la Bible (Brux- 
elles: editions Elsevier, 1955). The slip 
case and advertising material for the Eng- 
lish edition call it Nelson’s Comprehensive 
Atlas of the Bible, but this title does not 
appear in the book or on the dust jacket. 

The Atlas is written for Bible readers 
and students who wish to elucidate the 
text by referring to history, geography, 
and archaeology. The Atlas is more than 
a collection of 37 eight-color maps for it 
contains a wealth of history, the latest 
archaeological discoveries, and 408 photo- 
graphs, many of them made by the author. 
Father Grollenberg is primarily a Biblical 
scholar and has made several long visits 
to Jerusalem and has traveled throughout 
Palestine. The work contains the Im- 
primatur of the Archbishop of St. An- 
drews and Edinburgh, dated July 13, 1956. 

There is an introductory chapter which 
covers the technique of Biblical geogra- 
phy, explaining how Biblical sites are 
identified by using Biblical evidence; 
extra-Biblical documents; the modern

names of the sites; and the results of 
archaeological excavations. The Atlas is 
then divided into six sections: Birth and 
Infancy, or roughly from the time of the 
Patriarchs to about 1300 B.C.; Youth, 
from the Exodus to the settlement of 
Canaan; Independence, the campaigns of 
Joshua to the time of the kingdoms of 
Judah and Israel; Backsliding and Pun- 
ishment, the rise of Assyria and Judah 
in exile; Reflection and Hope, the return 
and resurgence, the rise of Hellenism, and 
the Roman rule; Death and Resurrection, 
Jerusalem and Palestine in New Testa- 
ment times. The author explains that 
“the Hebrew prophets habitually regarded 
their people as a person; from this per- 
sonification our Atlas takes its plan.” 

The treatment is such that the serious 
Bible student, at home or in college or 
seminary, can profit by this book, for it is 
scholarly and critical without being too 
technical. Its maps are large-scale and 
uncluttered, with relief shown by a color 
scale and not by contour lines. The leg- 
ends are printed in clear type. The spell- 


ing of Biblical names is that of the Revised 
Standard Version of the Bible and the 
Revised Version of the Apocrypha. 

The theological point of view of the 
Atlas is conservative; but the author’s 
position in textual criticisim is modern. 
The composite authorship of much of the 
Old Testament and the modern view on 
dating some of its books is put forth. “The 
Gospels are not verbatim reports of a 
series of events, nor are they intended as 
a work of history in the modern sénse of 
the word. They are the written record of 
a body of preaching concerning the human 
and divine person of Jesus of Nazareth,” 
writes the author. 

The discussion of the Dead Sea Scrolls 
gives ample evidence that the Atlas is up 
to date. The finding is treated in the text, 
the location is shown on two maps, and 
there are six excellent photographs: five 
of Qumran and one of a roll of Isaiah 
found in a nearby cave. 

There is an ample index to the maps 
and the text on pages 140 to 165. It under- 
takes to list and describe every town and 
village, every valley, mountain, region, 
river, and country or people mentioned in 
the Bible, but proper names of persons 
are included only if they play an im- 
portant part in Biblical history. Non- 
Biblical names are included only when 
their mention in the text or on maps ap- 
pears to need further explanation. Be- 
cause the spelling of proper names in the 
index, text, and maps is that of the Re- 
vised Standard Version of the Bible, the 
Index includes a large number of cross 
references from variant forms as used in 
the Authorized, Douay, and Knox ver- 
sions. It should be easy to use the Atlas 
with any well-known English translation 
of the Bible, Catholic or Protestant, ex- 
cept for one difficulty. The names of the 
books of the Bible are as given in the 
Revised Standard Version, and several 
books which are included in the canonical 
Old Testament of Roman Catholic ver- 
sions are here listed as Apocrypha, as they 
are found in a modern Authorized Ver- 
sion. There do not seem to be cross ref- 
erences anywhere to aid the reader of a 
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Douay Version. If such a reader were to 
see a reference to I Chronicles, he would 
have to know that this book is called 
I Paralipomenon in his Bible before he 
could find his quotation. A typical entry 
in the Index is the following: “Qumran, 
loc. on N.W. shore of the Dead Sea where 
the famous Dead Sea Scrolls were dis- 
covered; Maps 2, 34; Pls. 28, 347-350; 
p.136.” It is unfortunate, however, that 
the Dead Sea Scrolls are not indexed as 
such. All places are thus described, the 
map numbers given, all illustrations noted, 
and the textual coverage indicated. Both 
maps and text are provided with many 
references. Bible and illustration refer- 
ences are in the margins of the text, 
where they do not interrupt the reading. 
On Map 2 where Qumran is shown, the 
numbers of illustrations relevant to it are 
printed on the map. A list of Biblical 
abbreviations appears on page 8. Librari- 
ans may consider the location of the map 
of St. Paul’s journeys on the end paper 
rather than in the body of the work un- 
fortunate. 


The Atlas is attractively bound in buck- 
ram and printed on heavyweight offset 
paper. The one serious defect is the ex- 
treme narrowness of the inside margins. 
The Bible and illustration references in 
the margin are difficult to read on some 
pages because they are almost obscured 
by the binding. It looks as though re- 
binding would be impossible. In spite of 
this defect, the Atlas is recommended for 
library and home use because of the skill- 
ful weaving together of narrative, illus- 
trations, and maps; its inclusion of recent 
material; and its competent authorship.

Dr. Kraeling, now retired, has been on 
the faculties of Union Theological Sem- 
inary, New York, and Columbia Univer- 
sity. His publications include The Book 
of the Ways of God (a study of the Book 
of Job); Brooklyn Museum Aramaic 
Papyri: New Documents of the Fifth 
Century B.C. from the Jewish Colony at 
Elephantine; and a 1956 publication, The 
Old Testament Since the Reformation. 
His brother, Carl H. Kraeling, Director of 
the Oriental Institute, University of Chi- 
cago, has written the Preface to the Rand 
McNally Bible Atlas. 

The main part of the text itself is a 
detailed narrative paralleling the Bible 
story, written from a geographical and 
historical point of view. - “The Sacred 
Scriptures,” the author says, “ ... can 
also be read with an eye to what they tell 
us of the days in which they were written 
and of the events and conditions which 
they relate or reflect. To render that 
which they report geographically under- 
standable is the task to which the author 
has addressed himself.” 

To accomplish his purpose, Dr. Kraeling 
relies necessarily first of all on the Bible 
itself. Just as any detailed guidebook for 
travelers has most meaning for people 
with some knowledge of the country, this 
book with its close adherence to the Bible 
narrative and its wealth of detail will 
probably be of most use to readers familiar 
with the Bible. However, in the Foreword 
. the books of the Bible which form the 
basis of the text are given—the Old Testa- 
ment historical books, Genesis through 
Nehemiah, and the New Testament Gospel 
of Mark and Book of Acts. Bible refer- 
ences are plentiful in the course of the 
narrative (e.g., page 330 has six specific 
references, page 331 has 13). Actual Bible 
quotations (given always in both the 
Authorized and Revised Standard Ver- 
sions) are also «ite frequent; chapter 9, 
for instance, ha: 19 quotations in its 25 
pages. 

Although there is no separate bibliog- 
raphy, Chapter I lists the ancient author- 
ities on whom the author relies and gives 
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a brief description of each for readers 
who may be unacquainted with them. 
These authorities also are frequently re- 
ferred to in the text. 

The third kind of authority to which 
Dr. Kraeling appeals is archaeological. 
He makes effective and dramatic use of 
this modern source of knowledge of an 
ancient subject by beginning his study 
with an account of the discovery of the 
Dead Sea Scrolls. Throughout the text, 
there are numerous informative references 
to specific archaeological discoveries—ref- 
erences which illustrate the contemporary 
nature of the field of Biblical geography 
and the sense of adventure associated 
with it. 

Twenty-two full-color maps illustrating 
the geography and history of Palestine oc- 
cupy 40 pages at the center of the volume. 
They include a map of Palestine today, 
one on important archaeological excava- 
tions in western Asia, and two detailed 
maps of Jerusalem. They are attractive 
and easy to read. Arabic names are un- 
derlined, and where a location is uncertain, 
the place name is followed by a question 
mark. While it is not difficult to find the 
map dealing with each chapter of the text, 
references from places in the text directly 
to the maps would have been helpful. Oc- 
casionally, a name mentioned in the text 
was not found on the map most closely 
connected with the chapter or was in a 
different form from which there was no 
cross reference in the index. 

There is a Geographical Index indicat- 
ing places on the maps, in the text, and in 
the photographs. There are very few see 
references (three in the A’s, one in the 
B’s); alternative names when used are 
given in brackets after the first one. The 
two-page Subject Index following the 
Geographic Index is chiefly an index of 
names of persons and tribes with a few 
names of important objects. An additional 
help in locating material is the analytical 
Table of Contents which lists not only 
chapter headings but also the numerous 
subheadings used. 

Sketch maps of particular areas such as 
buildings or battles are found throughout 
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tne text; Where the Walls Came Tumbling 
Down and Where the Big Fisherman Was 
at Home are two. Fifty-one such items, 
including two special tables, are listed in 
a separate Table of Contents entitled 
Maps, Plans, and Tables. 

The large number of photographs (more 
than 300, according to the publishers) add 
to the interest of the text. They are, how- 
ever, small in size. The end papers and the 
designs preceding many of the chapters 
are drawings based on objects from an- 
cient civilizations and combine liveliness 
and restraint. 

The Bible Atlas is directed toward the 
general reader. It is, however, for the 
general reader who is willing to follow 
the somewhat leisurely pace of the narra- 
tive, who can concentrate on detail, and 
whose interest in the subject will make 
him want to follow much careful weighing 
of evidence on such points as the several 
possible locations of many ancient sites. 

The appearance of the book is attrac- 
tive; the reinforced cloth binding is dark 
red with gold lettering. Print in double 
columns is clear, and the illustrations— 
maps, photographs, and drawings—are of 
good quality. Inner margins are a little 
narrow for rebinding. 

Although fuller indexes would make the 
Bible Atlas more valuable as a reference 
tool, its informative text, fine maps, illus- 
trations, and attractive format make it a 
useful addition to collections concerned 
with the Bible and it is so recommended.

Johnson, Gerald White. Peril and prom- 
ise; an inquiry into freedom of the press. 
Harper, $2.75. January 22. 

A newpaperman who is deeply concerned 
over present-day America’s “progressive hos- 
tility toward new ideas” wei the strengths 
and weaknesses of its press. While he con- 
tends that U.S. citizens, above all others, are 
presented with up-to-date, accurate, and 
comprehensive news he points out that errors 
and omissions, honest and dishonest, are mis- 
leading public opinion to some extent, in part 
because many newspapers find it expedient 
to avoid controversial issues. Warning that it 
is the task of the public to see that the press 
remains an instrument of freedom he submits 
a balanced, stimulating, and rewarding exam- 
ination of its peril and promise and of the 
characteristics of newspapermen. 


Modupe, Prince. I was a savage. Harcourt, 
tentative price $3.95. Tentative date Jan- 
uary. 

Born heir to the chieftain of a primitive tribe 
in French Guinea, the writer learned the 
sacred laws of his people as a child, under- 
went circumcision rites at puberty, and dis- 
charged his test of manhood by singlehanded- 
ly killing a leopard. Sent to Freetown to 
learn the white man’s magic he spent several 
years at a mission school before he returned 
to the village, married, and undertook a 
search for elephants’ ivory to finance his fur- 
ther education. His wife’s tragic death and 
Modupe’s flight, against tribal authority, to 
America climax his autobiography. Deeply 
experienced and poetically told, his personal 
story illuminates both tribal life in Africa and 
the effects of encroaching civilization.

Having dealt with approximately 2,500 chil- 
dren and 5,000 parents in the past five years a

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ing schools, New York slum conditions, and 
the work of her own and similar agencies. 
Building her account around actual cases she 
views people not as statistics but as human 
beings with very real needs and problems. 
In trying to explain why juvenile delinquency 
has increased in recent years she contends 
that parental and community influence, poor 
schools, and the moral and religious climate 
of the times are all operative factors. A large- 
scale, well-written, and extremely informa- 
tive report which strikes a balance between 
objectivity and subjectivity.

the light of recent studies, are considered and 
it is made evident that age is not necessarily 
synonymous with incapacitation. Pointing out 
that the proportionate increase of persons in 
the upper-age brackets and the drastic en- 
vironmental changes in American life make it 
more than ever essential that the aged be re- 
garded as contributory not castoff citizens, 
the report concludes with a plea that social 
security legislation and pension plans be re- 
vised and that the trend toward compulsory 
retirement based on chronological age be re- 
versed.

A compassionate understanding of human re- 
lationships, soft-spoken intensity, and un- 
affected artistry are brought to a distinguished 
novel which quickens each character and 
scene.

following an Indian massacre during the War 
of 1812. Competently written, the novel is a 
worthwhile addition to historical fiction of 
the period. 


The virtuous women of 
Pont Clery. Day, $3.75. February 20. 


A sequel to The midwife of Pont Clery 
(Bookuist 53:359, Mr 1 57) reveals that the 
one-time midwife, now the adored chatelaine 
of the Comte d’Hautcourt and a mother twice 
over, has lost none of her unconscious power 
of stirring up tempests and revolutions in the 
lives of others. In order to rouse her husband 
from a contentment she considers excessive 
the delectable comtesse pretends to take a 
lover; the impact of the news on the towns- 
people of Pont Clery produces a chain re- 
action of undreamed-of behavior and startling 
consequences, notable among them the wed- 
ding of an obese middle-aged innkeeper and 
a waspish spinster. As amusing as its prede- 
cessor, this will make new friends for the 
comtesse and her circle while retaining the 
old.

A short introduction to the art of logic which 
clarifies the principles of inductive and de- 
ductive reasoning.

from “some preliminary exercise in that tidi- 
ness of mind which logic exacts.”—Preface. 
The handbook, simplified but not popularized, 
defines the characteristics of propositions, 
syllogisms, logical truth, and fallacies and will 
repay a modicum of attention by the thought- 
ful reader. Appended is a brief note on the 
calculators used by industrial research firms 
to solve logical problems electrically.
